CROATIANS 
UNCOOPERATIVE 
IN BROWN 
RESCUE MISSION 
by Laura Myers 


WASHINGTON, DC (AP)-A raging 
storm, misinformation and Croatian road- 
blocks led to a frustrating series of futile 
attempts by the U.S. military to reach the 
wreckage of Commerce Secretary Ron 
Brown’s plane. By the time Americans got 
there—a half day late—the bodies had 
already been counted, according to a doc- 
ument obtained by The Associated Press. 

Croatian police had taken such control 
ofthe search-and-rescue that they kept the 
U.S. commander waiting ata roadblock for 
an hour, said the U.S. military log of the 
crash that killed 35 people, including 33 
Americans. 

The log,a 16 1/2-hour, detailed account 
of the U.S. military response to the April 
3 tragedy, outlines in 87 terse entries a 
fruitless search in the Adriatic, helicopters 
fighting sleet, rain and wind totry to reach 
the crash and an interminable wait for a 
commander and ground troops. 

At one point, when Croatian police 
found a survivor, a U.S. helicopter made 
three heroic tries to fly in rescuers, “but 
had to abort” because of wind and rain. 
Another helicopter crew, tired of waiting 
for a break in the wealer, was told to 
commandeer trucks to drive up the rugged 
mountain to the crash site. 

“Unable to obtain vehicles,” the log 
Said. So they waited for Brig. Gen. Mike 
Canavan, the U.S.commanderofthe search- 
and-tescue operation out of Brindisi, Italy. 

Canavan arrived at Dubrovnik with 
USS. special forces commandos at 10:55 
p.m.,€ight hours after the plane had disap- 
peared from radar and three hours after the 
Croatian police had reached the crash site 
and found the only survivor,a woman who

Black men are still the Americans 
mostlikely to get and die of cancer, 
according to a study conducted by 
the National Cancer Institute. The 
black 
men getting cancer were slightly 
up. It found that black men had a 
general cancer rate of 560 cases 
per 100,000 people and a cancer 
death rate of 319 per 100,000, the 
highest for any of the measured 
groups, wire services reported. Sta- 
tistics released last year, in con- 
trast, showed a cancer rate of 557 
per 100,000 and a cancer death 
rate of 316 per 100,000 for black 
males, according to the wire ser- 
vices. The study covered a five- 
year period, from 1988 to 1992.

Today, legislation sponsored by 
Senators Nancy Kassebaum (R-KS) 
and Edward M. Kennedy (D-MA) 
promises to unlock health care insur- 
ance for millions of Americans. The 
Kassebaum-Kennedy Insurance Re- 
form Bill would help end discrimina- 
tion by insurance companies against 
people who have a pre-existing medi- 
cal condition 

The bill would also provide peo- 
ple who had been covered by a group 
plan with a guarantee that they could 
purchase individual coverage if they 
were no longer part of the group. 

Under many current state laws, if 
a worker or a family member has a 
serious ailment, like cancer or heart 
disease, or a chronic illness, like cere- 
bral palsy or multiple sclerosis, an 
insurance company can refuse to sell 
group health insurance coverage to 
the entire group or individual workers 


The mysterious death of Ron Brown

The month of April has proven to 
be a landmark one in the realm of 
African-American history, though in 
an infamous sense. April 1966 marked 
the 28th anniversary of the assassina- 
tion of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Sadly, it also saw the death, due to 
cancer, of the first African-American 
mayorofamajorcity (Cleveland), Carl 
Stokes. 

One of the most dramatic and sur- 
prising April 1996 events, however, 
was the unexpected demise of Secre- 
tary of Commerce Ron Brown. Brown 
perished in a crashed military plane on 
a mountain top in Croatia, along with 
a powerhouse of American executives 
on a business mission to war-torn 
Bosnia and Croatia. 

Secretary Brown was the first Af- 
rican American to hold the post of 
Secretary of Commerce, and some 
pundits say that he was the best Sec- 
retary of Commerce in the history of 
the United States. Brown worked tire- 
lessly to open business opportunities 
between American corporations and 
foreign governments. Secretary Brown

Martell Welch’s defense attorney 
tried to make the jury believe that the 
reason that Ms. Word jumped to her 
death after Welch had brutally beat 
her, was due to the fact that she had 
used the drug PCP. The attorney stat- 
ed that since PCP can cause hallucina- 
tions and mood swings, that this was 
the reason why Ms. Word chose to 
jump off the bridge. 

The jury rejected that defense, as 
they should have. Whether Ms. Word 
had used PCP or not, is no reason for 
her to have been stripped, and sav- 
agely beaten. In fact, witnesses quote 
Mr. Welch as shouting to Ms. Word

The retreat from equality

For nearly 20 years, the legal stan- 
dard for implementing affirmative ac- 
tion has been the Bakke decision. In 
1978, the Supreme Court ruled that 
strict racial quotas that guaranteed 
access and opportunity to blacks, 
women and other minorities were 
unconstitutional. However, the high 
court alsodeclared that race and 
ethnicity could be significant factors 
in selecting applicants for colleges, 
graduate and professional schools 

At that time, many civil rights ad. 
vocates felt that the Bakke decision 
was unfair, precisely because it failed 
adequately to take into account the 
history and reality of discrimination, 
and the constructive steps which had 
to be taken to create greater equality 
between racial minorities and the white 
majority 

Last month, the US Court of Ap- 
peals for the Fifth Circuit took a great 
leap backward from Bakke, in the 
Hopwood v. Texas decision. The de- 
tails ofthe case are fairly simple. Cheryl 
Hopwood and several other whites 
were refused admission to the Univer- 


sity of Texas Law School. They sued, 
arguing that the school’s policies 
unfairly favored African Americans 
and Latinos, through a process which 
permitted different admissions stan- 
dards for different groups. The attor- 
neys for Hopwood et al said that their 
clients had been grievously denied 
their right to “equal protection of the 
Jaws” guaranteed by the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 

These arguments basically turned 
history on its head. For generations, 
the University of Texas law School 
had refused to admit a single African 
American, solely on racist grounds. 
Finally, after years of civil rights agita- 
tion and litigation, blacks and other 
minorities were allowed in. 

But even after affirmative action 
Programs were implemented, people 
ofcolor were still underrepresented in 
the school. Texas's statewide popula- 
tion is currently 11.6 percent African 
American, and 25.6percent Latino. By 
contrast, the Law School’s entering 
class of 1992 was only 8 percent black 
and 10.7 percent Latino. Whites,

in the group because of pre-existing 
medical conditions. Insurance compa- 
nies can also refuse to cover workers 
in a company if too many of them have 
serious personal or family health prob- 
lems. 

The Kassebaum-Kennedy Insur- 
ance Reform Bill would stop these dis- 
criminatory health-insurance practic- 
es that are causing “job lock” for 
workers across the country. “Job lock” 
happens when workers are forced to 
pass up better job opportunities and 
stay with their current employer in 
order to keep their health insurance. 

The issue of pre-existing medical 
conditions also prevents many small 
businesses from offering their workers 
health insurance. This situation often 
leads to good workers leaving for jobs 
with large companies that can afford to 
offer them health insurance. 

The Kassebaum-Kennedy bill 
would not allow insurance companies 
to refuse to offer or renew a group 
health-insurance policy because the ill 
health of some members made the 
group a "bad risk.” The insurance 


industry's practice of using pre-exist- 
ing medical conditions to restrict cov- 
erile also would be limited by the bill. 

insurance companies could look 
back only six months into a person’s 
health history for a pre-existing med- 
icalleondition and then would be al- 
lowed to refuse coverage for only 12 
iths. Provisions in the bill would 
yreduce the 12-month waiting pe- 
iby one month forevery month the

The bill also guarantees policy 
renewal and prevents cancellation for 
anyone who has been insured for at 
least 18 months. It also gives people 
the fight to enroll in an individual 
health-insurance plan within 30 days 
of leaving a group plan. This protects 
workers who change jobs or lose a job. 
The bill also increases protection for 
workers who are disabled. 

In states where current law pro- 
vides even more effective consumer 
protections than the Kassebaum-

In effect, this ruling says that uni- 
versities have no business attempting 
to diversify their students, faculty or 
staff on gender, racial and cultural 
grounds. Purely from and educational 
standpoint, that’s nonsense. 
Educational excellenceis achieved 
in part when people interact with oth- 
ers from different faiths and national- 
ities, from divergent cultures and ra 
cial identities. Pluralism and diversity 
should be at the heart of this coun- 
try’s academic institutions, preparing 
our students to function in an increas- 
ingly multicultural, global society. 
loreover, we need to have an 
honest appraisal about what consti- 
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of “merit:” a person’s 
individual efforts to overcome pover- 
ty and adversity; the ability to speak 
different languages and to function in 
divergent cultures; the experiences in 
coping with racist and sexist discrim- 
ination; and gaining the courage to 
overcome such obstacles to achiev- 
ing excellence. Ifdemocracy isto func- 
tion ina pluralistic society, ouruniver- 
sities must reflect the full range of 
knowledge and abilities from diverse 
communities. 

The final ruling on Hopwood v. 
Texas will be made ultimately by the 
Supreme Court. But what this decision 
is really about is the elimination of 
African Americans and other minori- 
ties from higher educational access 
and opportunity. When the factor of 
“race” is ignored within a racist, 
class-stratified society, whites with 
money, power and prestige will al- 
ways benefit.

* Ipecac syrup and treatment: Ipecac 
syrup should be kept in every home 
medicine cabinet. It is used to in- 
duce vomiting after someone has 
accidentally swallowed a poison- 
ous substance. After giving Ipecac 
syrup, vomiting should occur within 
20 to 25 minutes after the first dose 
is given. A second dose, if needed, 
will cause vomiting in over 90 per- 
cent of cases within 30 minutes of 
the time the first dose was given.
